CHINA'SEXISTENCE MENACED 


Peking Government Won’t Yield, It 
Is Said—New Signs of Shan- 
tung invasion.

PEKING,. March 29, (Dispatch to, The 
London Daily Telegraph.)—Evidence is 
accumulating at Peking that the nego- 
tiations cannot’ be protracted much 
longer and thatthe important final 
stage ts almost réached. , 

The first’ four groups of demands have 
been worn. almost threadbare, the. dis- 
cussion turning. on seven subheads of 
the crucial Group 5, about which there is 
s0 much mystery ahd which must drag 
in several other powers. 

I am able to threw light on these mat- 
ters, affecting the‘existénce of ‘China as 
a sovereign’ international State, as I 
myself translated the original text. 
There can be“no possibility of mistake, 
despite the ingenious protestations of 
Tokio and all the conflicting official 
exnlanations, (ipso facto under German 
influence. )

telegraph in extenso, are:

Leading Industries Seriously 
Embarrassed by Scarcity 
of Skilled Labor. 


MACHINERY MAKERS BUSY 


Demand for Coal Exceeds the Out- 
put—American Orders Keep 
Silk Trade Active. 


BERLIN, . (via London,) “March :30.— 
The business situation in Germany is re- 
garded as fairly satisfactory and consid- 
erably better than might have been, ex-. 
pected in view of the war. All indus- 
tries, of course, are running on a re- 


stricted scale, chiefly because of the 
virtual cessation of overseas exports, but 
asa large proportion of the skilled work- 
men’ went into the army the sharp cur- 
tailment in production was not attended 
by ,a@ corresponding increase in unem- 
ployment. 

More. women ahd girls are’ seeking 
work in some branches of industry than 
can find. employment, but this is far 
from being the case wjth the men. On 
the contrary, the leading industries of 
the country’ are seriously embarrassed by 
the scarcity. of skilled workmen. This 
is true of the coal and iron trade, ship- 
building, and. certain sections of the 
chemical industry. 

A pronounced scarcity of workmen is 

orted from the great industrial: dis- 

rict about Essen. The demand for coal 
is greater than the mines can meet, 
although ‘its export has been prohibited. 
Last month conditions in the iron trade 
were reflected by an advance in prices. 
The production of pig iron, running 
about 55 per cent. of last year, would. be

be obtained. Many branches of machin- 
ery manufacture, an important branch of 
German industrial activity, are working 
full time or.overtime, but here also a 
scarcity of workmen is. felt.

Two companies 
have stated in their annua! reports that 
they have work on hand to last: until 
1916°and complain of lack of help. 

The export of potash was forbidden 
two months ago cause of the belief 
that exports to neutral countries were 
peing. used, to manufacture explosives 
for France and-England. The prohibi- 
tion resulted-in.a sharp ‘contraction in 
his trade, especially with the United 
tates. .Mine owners are ‘seeking Gov- 
ernment permission to increase the price 
to eae them. for their loss. 

Texti factories engaged in turning 
out the cheaper lines of goods are ham- 
pered by. a shortage of raw. material. 
The*import of wool has virtually ceased 
and ‘woolen’ rags are in great demand 
for the making of shoddy.

Inadequate receipts of American cotton | 
have, raised the prices of cotton yarns 
and cloths. Weavers are trying to place 
long contracts for yarns, believing prices 
will, go. higher. 

The silk trade is doing fairly weil, 
good sized American orders resulting in 
higher raw silk prices. The linen trate 
is ‘hampered by a lack of flax which 
comes from Russia. Bavarian peasants 
are planning to ‘devote considerable land 
to this hitherto neglected crop. 

The retail trade is active only ‘in. ar- 
ticles of necessity, as luxuries have been 
very largely dispensed with. Dressmak- 
ers..are léss pressed with Spring. orders 
than .is« usual. Cigars and chocolates 
are in good demand, as they are exten- 
sivély .used for gifts to: soldiers at ‘the 
front.

WASHINGTON, March 30.—New York 
is the banner ‘State for enlistments in 
the navy. An official statement from 
Sécretary Daniels, prepared for the 
perusal of President Wilson, shows that 
the nut&aber of boys from the Empire 
State in naval service as enlisted men 
is 7,922. As the total number of én- 
listed ‘men ts 52,667, more than one- 
sevénth of the whole enlisted force 
comes from New York State, 

The analysis of the enlisted personnel 
Was prepared as the result of a con- 
versation that took place last night be- 
tween President Wilson and Secretary 
Daniels. They were returning on the 
yacht Mayflower from Annapolis, where 
the President was, yesterday guest of 
honor at a luneheon given on the Ar- 
gentine dreaducught Moreno, The con- 
versation. turned to the naval service 
and the President wished to know 
whether most of the enlisted men came 
from” coast. States and cities. Secre- 
tary Daniels said that the contrary was 
true, and this morning sént to the 
White House a table showing the num- 
ber of enlisted men by States. 

This showed .that Pennsfivania stood 
second in rank with 5,018 men, Massa- 
chusetts third with 3,420, New Jersey 
fourth with 2,658 men, and Tilinois fifth 
with 2,480. The bulk of the officers and 
meén, in the navy come from the inte- 
rior. A further analysis shows that the 
majority of the young men enlisting 
do not come from cities and seaport 
towns, So from the smaller communi- 
ties of th tes.

HIS CLERK TESTI FIES 


Admits That the Prosecutor Neg- 
Hected to Call. Two Important 
Witnesses Against. Cleary.

NYACK, N. Y., March 30.—Testimony 
which the prosecution looks upon as of 
a most damaging nature to District At- 
torney Thomas Gagan, who is on trial 
before Commissioner W. H..- Hotchkiss 
on charges of haying failed to perform 
his full duty in prosecuting William. V. 
Oleary for the murder of his son-in- 
law, Eugene M. Newman, was. obtained 
today on cross-examination from Will- 
iam H. Jenkins, Jr., clerk in the office 
of the District Attorney, who was called 
by the. defense. 

Jenkins, who was the last witness of 
the day, admitted that ractically no 
effort was made to get Mrs. Mabe De- 
friest, a friend of the dead boy’s mother, 
to.appear atthe trial. It was report: 
that she coulg have given’ important 
bab ren bearing on the question of pre- 

editation 
a Jenkins also admitted that; although 
he had known two weeks before the 
trial that Martin Driscoll, Sr., had come 
from New York to Haverstraw. with 
Cleary on. the day of the murder, Gagan 
did not interview Driscoll prior to the 
trial a sto the information in his pos- 
session concerning Cieary’s mental 
mind. : 

Driscoll was not placed on the stand 
at the trial, It has since developed 
that he could have testified that Cleary 
on the trip to Haverstraw. spoke o 
an important en ement which he al- 
leged he had in Haverstraw on the day 
of the murder, and that he (Cleary). had 
told Driscoll. that he would read all 
about it in the papers the next day. 

Jenkins, 24 years old, and boyish in 
appearance, was asked on crogs-exami- 
nation by Lloyd P. Stryker what efforts, 
if any, he had made to secure witnesses 
for the trial. His reply was that he had 
hung about. places where the trial was 
being discussed.

Secretary Daniels Announces 
That No Departure Has Been 
Made from Original Plan. 


PRESIDENT. MAY COME 


Will Attend Review Here if Possi- 
ble—Detaile Have Not Yet 
Been Completed. 


Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, March 30.—Secretary 
Daniels. announced today that there 
would be no departure from his orig« 
inal plan for a great review of the At- 
lantic battleship fleet in New York 
Harbor, and manoeuvres between that 
point and Narragansett Bay. The‘ an- 
nouncement ‘was likewise made by the 
Secretary that the President hoped to 
attend the review at New York, . and 
would dé-so if possible. No details have 
been completed, but the review will 
probably be held in June. 

These definite statements were forth- 
coming ftom. Secretary Daniels when he 
learned of contrary intimations that the 
manoeuvres might be delaygd. or~can- 
celed on account of the decision to have 
the battleships go to their respective 
navy ‘yards in May to be overhauled. 
On account of the plans for repairing 
the fleet, certain officers got the im- 
pression that this work would interfere 
with the manoeuvres. 

It was learned today that Secre 
Daniels haa given assurances a wee 
ago to Mayor Mitchel that the review 
and manoeuvres would certaintly be 
held. and had asked for the, Mayor's 
co-operation. Secretary Daniels’s let- 
ter, sent March 23 to Mayor Mitchel, 
follows: 


My dear Mr. Mayor: We are planning 
upon the return of the fleet from Guan- 
tanamo, where the ships have been in prac- 
tice all the year, for a series of manovuvres 
in the northern waters, in Narragansett 
Bay and around New York. It is our pur- 
pose at some time in May or June, date to 
be determined later, to have a review of 
the most powerful fighting craft of the 
navy in New York. will write you. as 
soon as a date can be fixed. I am presum- 
ing upon your hearty co-operation, and I 
bd write you fully as to our plans a little 
ater. 


Mayor Mitchel’s reply read: 


It gives me great satisfaction to learn of 
your plans for a series of manoeuvres by 
the fleet in the waters around New York, 
culminating in a review at this port. You 
may depend upon our hearty co-operation, 
and I can assure you that every courtesy 
and convenience in our wer will be ex- 
tended to the officers and men of the fleet.

This 
gave me the first suspicion that Oliver's 
real name was James .W. Osborne. 
Oliver was a large, well bullt man and 
told me that he was an athlete and be- 
longed to several prominent athletic 
clubs. : 

“One day when we were passing the 


New York Athletic Club I asked him 
if. he belonged to it and he smiled. 
Later I took this to mean that he lid 
belong and I went there to look for 
him. ‘The man inthe hall told me that 
Oliver did not belong, but that James 
W. Osborne did—and this was the second 
time I had heard the name of Mr. Os- 
borne and my friend’ together. The man 
also gave me a description of Mr. Os- 
borne that seemed to me to fit Oliver, 
and I became almost sure that Oliver’s 
real name was James W. 


‘So I wrote Oliver a letter in care of 
the athletic club adé@ressea to James W. 
Osborne, and a day or two later Oliver 
came to see me. He did not say any- 
thing about the lettter, and I was so 
fascinated with him and yet so afraid of 
him that I did not mention it, or that I 
had found out that his name was James 
and not Oliver, as I then thought. 
Later on I wrote more letters to James 
W. Osborne at the athletic club, and 
almost every time after I had mailed 
a letter Oliver came to see me. He 
never. said anything about any of the 
letters, but I thought he had received 
them, because I thought that if my let- 
ters were going to the wrong man I 
would have heard of him. 

‘f You ‘see, I did not know that James 
W. Osborne seldom went to the club 
and that my letters were accumulating 
‘there. I took it for granted that they 
were being delivered, especially one I 
had registered, and when time went on 
and no James W. Osborne appeared to 
say I had make a mistake, I became 
convinced. that he and Oliver were the 
same. Later, after Oliver had deserted 
me, James W. Osborne did find my 
letters at the club, and he telephoned 
me that I had make a mistake, but at 
that time I thought that Oliver was 
merely trying to get rid of me. 


‘“‘Then, too, Oliver told me one day 
that he ‘had an office in New York, and 
I sized him up. to be a lawyer. I knew 
James W. Osborne was a famous law- 
yer and had an office at 115 Broadway, 
and this made me mpre strongly believe 
he was Oliver. And on Feb. 27 I went 
to Mr. Osborne’s office and stayed in 
the hall until he came out with three 
men and two women. I couldn’t see 


my excited condition I felt sure that I 
had seen Oliver. 

‘“*T never saw Mr. Osborne again until 
the examination last Wednesday, and 
then I was too unstrung to take a good 
look at him. It is true that [ wrote 
him that I had seen him in the Surro- 
gate’s Court in Brooklyn and in the 
Sherman Square Hotel, but I had not. I 
got my information about him in these 
places this way: Once I’ went to Mr. 
Osborne's office to see him face to face, 
and the girl there told me he was in 
the Surrogate’s Court in Brooklyn, so 
I wrote to him and said I had seen him 
there. _.

LAUNDRIES TO KILL GERMS. 
Health: Board Acts on Complaints 
Against “‘ Hand” Work. 

The Board of Health yesterday after- 
noon took steps to put an end to what 
has been described as the: most in- 
sanitary method of doing. laundry work 
to be found m any large city of the 
country.. For many months complaints 
have, been gg ages the Board concern- 
ing the way in which clothes left with 
certain so-called hand laundries were 

washed. 

Practically all of these small laundries, 
it was said, sent their clothes in large 
laundry nets to the steam laundries, in 
many instances these nets contained the 
clothes of ten or even more families. 
At the steam laundries the nets were 
not opened, but the contents were boiled, 
allowed to dry and returned to the hand 
laundries, -where they were ironed. 

Investigation showed that the clothes 
in the centre of the nets seldom were 
subjected to a greater heat than 140 de- 
grees; Commissioner Goldwater said yes- 
terhay, and that this temperature was 
insufficient to destroy whatever germs 
the soiled laundry might contain. A 
study of health regulations. governing 
laundry work in other cities was. made. 

The ruling made by the Health ard 
yesterday Sia not go into any details 
regarding the process by which this sort 
of laundry work must be done, but.stated 
that in all laundries clothes must be 
‘treated so as to destroy all disease 
germs.” If this geheral provision did 
not accomplish the purpose of the ruling, 
the Commissioner said, specific rules 
regarding the method by which clothés 
should be treated would be drawn_up.

DEFEAT SUNDAY WORK BILL. 


New York Assemblymen United in 
Opposition to Thorn Measure. 


Special to The New York Times, 

ALBANY, March 80.—Under the lead- 
ership of Minority Leader Alfred E. 
Smith. New York City Assemblymen, 
without regard to party lines, today de- 
feated the up-State representatives in 
a fight to abrogate the section of the 
labor law which prohibits working on 
Sunday. The measure, drafted by As- 
semblyman Frank B. Thorn of Erie, was 
lost by a vote of 63 to 56. The effect of 
the bill would have been to allow any 
employer to work his ‘employes in 
“ emergencies,’’ the determination of 
“emergencies ’”’ being left to the em- 
ployer. 

Assemblyman Smith: believes the de- 
feat of the bill indicates the defeat of 
the twenty or more measures which 
have been put in by up-State legis- 
lators for the purpose of securing ex- 
emptions to the regulations of hours of 
labor for many classes of. employes. 

Mr. Smith .was a member of the Fac- 
tory Investigating Commission, inves- 
tigations by which resulted in the en- 
actment of the labor laws now under 
such hot fire in the session of 1915. 


CITY BUYS LESS MILK. 


Unemployed Cut Purchases to Scho- 
harie County’s Distress. 


ALBANY, March 30.—There is a glut 
of milk in Schoharie County, due, it is 
asserted, to the decfeased purchases of 
the unemployed in New York City. One 
large creamery has notified farmers to 
discontinue delivering milk at the 
creamery, as word had been received 
frcm New York that the city was over- 
supplied. 


The constantly increasing demand for 
milk for the New York City market in 
recent years induced many Schoharie 
farmers to discontinue the cultivation of 
hops and turn their attention to dairy 
farming. The recent decreased purchases 
of the creameries are causing hardship, 
and the disposal of the surplus milk a 
becoming a serious question.

READ FROM BEST SELLERS. 


Booksellers’ League Arranges an 
Evening of Literary Entertainment. 


For the benefit of the Booksellers’ 
School, which is to teach the salesmen 
of book stores how to present the works 
of authors to the public in a tempting 
manner, eight authors last night stood 
on the stage of Aeolian Hall and read 
from their works to other authors, 
while a ninth author introduced them. 
Really thé ninth author, William Hard, 
wito has written grave works on ‘the 
women of tomorrow, and the future of 
business, and similar topics—~was the 
feature of the evening; for he had stored 
up in his system a large number of 
epigrams and witticisms, which he had 
never had ah opportunity to work into 
his serious wrtings, and he tised them 
on the audience and the authors with 
great effect. 

In discussing feminism, Mr. Hard in- 
stanced Jezebel % show that it was not 
true that women had never had any 
political power. He also instanced “a 
woman uplifter,’’ the Byzantine Em- 
press Irene, who put her gon’s eyes out 
when she was dissatisfied with the way 


he ruled the Empire. He explained

at the best sellers. 

The eight authors whom the league 
iad gathered to read to the other at 
thors certainly looked prosperous. They 
were Inez Haynes Gillmore, Canon 
James O. Hannay, (George A. Birming- 
ham,) Marjorie Benton Cooke, Alfred 
Noyes, Helen  Reimensnyder Martin, 
Jessé Lynch Williams, Eleanor H. Por- 
ter and Coningsby Dawson. 

Mrs. Gillmore, the pny. one who did 
not read her own Works, réad threé 
feminist poems—one of which she said 
was a Chinese work dating from. 675 
B. C., and used with telling effect by 
California feminists in their campaigns. 

Miss Cooke, who writes. sunshine nov- 
els in the intervals of her real occupa 
tion as traveling monologist, read a 
monologue on the experiences of a 
New York Italian. Canon Hannay read 
three skétchés of rural England in war 
times. Mr. Noyes was first frivolous 
and then serious. Mrs. Martin read 
from her works on the Pennsylvania 
Dutch. Mr. Williams gave what he 
called “an idyllic piece dealing ‘with 
divorce. Mrs. Porter recitéd an ad- 
venture of Pollyatina, atid Mr. Dawson 
read a story led ‘“‘The Unknown 
Country.

BLOW AT “POULTRY TRUST” 


Slaughtering Permite Wherever Ap- 
plicant Has Consent of * 
Neighborhood. 


Health Commissioner Goldwater's cru- 
sade to end crowding in street cars Was 
extended to the Lexington Avenue line 
of the New York Railways Cotmpany yés- 
terday. The Board of Health, which 
considered thé crowding problem at its 
meeting yesterday afternoon, adopted 
the same rulé for this line that it had 
previously adopted for the Sixth and 
Efghth Avenue and other lines, forbid+ 
ding the company to carry passengers in 
@xcess- of ohe and a half times the seat- 
ing Capacity of cars. 

In recomménding the extension of the 
rule to the: Lexington Avenue line Dr. 
Goldwater ‘annouticed that he had just 
received letters from President Shonts of 
the New York Railways Company agreé- 
ing to comply with the ofders concerning 
the Sixth and Highth Avenue lines after 
Monday, April 5, the date which had 
beén verbally agreed upon at a confer- 
ence between Dr. Goldwater and Frank 
Hedley, the company’s Vice Presiden 
and Géneral Manager. 

‘This will give us about ten days in 
which to make preparations for thé en- 
forcement of the order,’ Presiderit 
Shonts wrote. “ We accept this order, 
réserving évéry right to raisé the qtes- 
tion of your jurisdiction in the premises 
at the proper time.’’ 

Mr. Shonts said in his letter that the 
officials of the company believed that 
the Public Servicé Commission had ex- 
clusive control of the regulation of car 
traffic, but that ‘‘the company, how- 
ever, wishes to obey all lawfully consti- 
tuted authorities of the city and state, 
and to that énd We will make an honest 
effort to enforce your order. To do this, 
howevef, we ask your co-operation,’ he 
continued, ‘‘and do not expect you to 
take advantage of purély technical viola- 
uons,. but, on the contrary, to consult 
with us as to your ideas for avoiding 
samé. We also seek your aid in giving. 
police protéction to the company and its 
passengers.”’ 

The company, President Shonts said, 
Would “not permit its conductors to 
put passengers off the cars, but would 
instruct conductors to refuse to move 
cars when passengers board them im 
excess of the limit prescribed by the 
health order. In such cases,”’ he sald, 


“police assistance will be absdlutely 
necessary.” He added that he did not 
understand the order to apply to cross 
seat open cars in thé Summer, and 6n 
convertible cars with the windows out

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"TO NATIONAL BANKS 


Reserve System Members Here 
to Act as Registrars of 
Security Issues. 


BOARD TO GRANT REQUESTS 


Warburg Explains Attitude of Na- 
- tlonal Body Toward the States and 
Their Banking Institutions. 


: Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, March 30.—A discov- 
éry that there is nothing in the laws of 
the State of New York to prevént na- 
tional banks from exercising the powers 
of registrats of stocks and bonds will re- 
sult in allowing the members of the Fed- 
éral Reserve system there to assume 
some of thé functions of trust companies, 
whether the Marshall bill to remove 
other restrictions passes the Legislature 
or not, 

In most States thé members of the 
Federal Reserve system are now per- 
mitted to act as executors, administra- 
tors, and trustees, and as registrars of 
Stock and bond issues. There have béen 
applications from national banks for 
permission to assume these powers, 
which has resulted in aepriving institu- 
tions organized under State laws of some 
of their advantages over national banks 
itt the competition for comimerdial busi- 
ness. The law allows the Resefve Board 
to confer certain trust company privi- 
leges upon applying members of thé Re- 
serve system only in thosé States where 
there are no laws limiting such func 
tions to State beaks, ‘ 

Most of the large national banks in 
Néw York City alreddy have applied to 
the Resérve Board for permission to act 
as registrars of stocks and Bonde, and 
favorable action in this regard is éx- 
pected to be taken within a day or two.

A WATER POWER “GRAB” BILL? : 








Commissioner Joun D. Moore fears the’ 
lumber and water power interests be- 
hind the Machold bill. True, it pro- 
vides one Commissioner instead of 
three; which the friends of the. State 
forests favor. But is this not a case 
of the Greeks bearing gifts; Mr..MoorkE 
asks. 

The bill has not yet passed. “ Jok- 
ers” may be slipped in. as amend- 
ments. For :some reason its sponsors 
have provided that the counsel to the 
commission may: be a person who has 
“¢ngaged in the lumbering or hydraulic 
] power business, while the present law 
Mm. Section 5 forbids.it—forbids: it in 
the -case,of any directing officer of 
the Conservation. Commission. The 
provision for a water storage board, 
struck out unanimously in the ‘Assem- 
bly, on Monday crept back in:the Sen- 
ate. 

Because of the continual assaults on 
State lands conducted by rapacious in- 
terests over a series of years the last 
Constitutional Convention provided. in 
the organic law that they be “ forever 
kept as wild forest lands’’—not;to be 
sold, leased, or exchanged or taken by 
any corporation, public or private, and 
that the titiber theréon’ Should Hot be 
sold, removed, or destroyed. That pre- 
vented good forestry and~power con- 
servation, but it did save the forests. 

Perhaps it would be. well if the ,Con-, 
‘stitutional ' Convention that is soon .to 
sit should by its action .supersede any- 
 thige that the present Légisiature may 








id with respect to the control of the 
State forest preserve. .The ironclad 


Article VII,, Section 7, of the Constitu- 
tion might be retained, with the pro- 
yigo that dead and down and mature 
timber may. be removed; that roads 
and fire trails may be built, camp sites 
leased, and lands outside. the State 
parks‘ be sold, the funds to be devoted 
to new purchases of park lands and 
reforestation.’| Moreover, responsibility 
for the parks should devolye upon a 
single Forest Commissioner, to be chos- 
en by the Governor without confirma- 

tion by the Senate, and for a long 
term, his subordinates being’ appoint- 
ed from the civil service. 

These provisions, with permission ac- 
corded any citizen to bring action in 
the Supreme Court te enforce them 
and prevent violations, have been rec- 
ommended by Mr..Jonn.G, AGAR of the 
Association for the Protection of the 
Adirondacks.

war. 

The explanation of these strange pro- 
ceedings lies, presumably, in the fact 
that Great Britain as a-nation now finds 
herself in much the same position as did 
many employers in América whose men 
were engaged in the performance of 
tasks that required the full exercise of 
théir intelligence and skill, when it was 
proved beyond guéstion that even mod- 
erate indulgence in alcohol measurably 
diminished both and resulted in the loss 
of safety as well as of efficiency. As

The success of 
this playground, secured entirely without ‘ex- 
pense to the taxpayers of New York, unlike 
80 many modern social developments; is 
proved by the fact that already a second 
playground is planned in the block between 
Twenty-second and Twenty-third Streets, or- 
ganized and carried through by the residents 
of that block, Two yards have already been 
promised and will be opened shortly, and it 
is hoped that, after a trial, the landlords’ of 
adjacent property will allow their yards to 
be included in this playground. This second 
playground will be largely due to the interest 
and*co-operation of the Captain and police of 
the precinct, who have been most, interested 
and helpful in securing it for the children. 

Here is a practical, economical solution of 
one phase of the great and vital problem of 
safeguarding the children of our city. The 
plan can be copied in any block, and accom- 
plishes its purpose of protecting the children 
while giving them freedom to play and to 
exercise in the open air, with the consequent 
lightening of the burden of fear’ which how 
weighs so heavily on their. mothers’ hearts.

Without. fully commenting on this ‘impor- 
tant case at the moment, I would point out 
that in objecting to British ‘interference with

stances. If anything, we ask less, for the 
export of cotton meant’ more to the Confed- 
eracy than any export means to Germany to- 
day. Furthermore, the case shows that we 
did not treat cotton as contraband’ fn any In- 
ternationa] sense—simply confiscating it .with 
all other goods when found on an outbound 
blockade runner. Finally, understanding that 
the export trade in question confers no ben- 
efit on Germany save by way of paying 
money to her merchants, Great Britain, who 
has lawfully forbidden her own subjécts to 
“trade with the enemy” is seemingly try- 
ing to impose this: rule upon: American citl- 
zens.

All expenses are defrayed by the 
British Government, but the management ‘of 
the camps. is intrusted to the Metropolitan’ 
Asylums Board, an organization of’ long 
standing that has been engaged in many 
charitable undertakings, the word “ Asy- 
lums*’ in {its title being used in. a compre- 
hensive sense and intended to signify shel- 
ters of all kinds. While about a quarter of 
a million refugees have passed through 
thesé camps since the opening of the war, 
only a fraction of the number are there at a 
given time, the majority being provided with 
employment arfi passed out into the business 
world, A bureau of employment is attached 
to. every camp, and representatives of or- 
ganized labor ard ptegent to see that no in- 
justice is done to the British laborer through 
injecting the ‘foreign element into the trades 
and occupations. Owing to the vast num- 
ber, of . Bri then who have joined . the 
army, there is a scarcity of laborers in many 
fields of work, and the: Belgians are sent out 
to supply this deficiency. 
All the camps are scrupulously clean, doc- 
tora and .nurges-are in attendance, all sani- 
tary precautiois aré taken, the food is 
wholesomé ahd plentiful, and the sleeping 
rooms are well supplied with light and air.

& Vorhaus, Mr. Hammerstein's attorney, 
issued a statement in which he said the 
proceeding was in no sense an insolven- 
cy one, and Myres’ & Goldsmith ex- 
plained upen filing the complaint that 
the suit was a friendly one brought 
to. conserve thé theatrical manager’s 
interests. Mr. Vorhaus’s statement fol- 
lows: 

‘‘Mr, Hammerstein has been in poor 
health “for some months, Recently. his 
Condition became quite aggravated and 
an operation was required. Since then 
he has made no improvement and’ his 
physicians have »ordered that he must 
be relieved of all business cares, and, in 
their opinion, it willbe some time be- 
fore he wilf be. in:a condition to give 
his affairs his personal attention. 

“Because of this situation, it was 
deemed advisable to have his various en- 
terprises conserved, In the present con- 
dition of the realestate: market it was 
deemed essential that his properties be 
looked after by a conservator. If he were 
able to be about there would .be no 
necessity for the present proceedings. 

‘* His assets are more than abundant 
to pay every dollar he owes. His un- 
secured [abilities are in the neighbor- 
hood of $100,000; and his assets are 
worth five: times that amount. This is 
not'an insolvency. proceeding. Mr. Ham- 
merstein is not a csbankrupt., It Is-a 
proceeding against one amply solvent, to 
protect his various enterprises from 
being sacrificed.” 

Mr. Dittenhoefer,° whose bond was 
placed at $10,000, was authorized by the 
court to manage Mr. Hammerstein’s: af- 
fairs, to make such payments and dis- 
bursements as may ‘be needful and 
proper for the preservation of the opera 
house properties, ‘to institute proceed- 
ings at law or in equity in State or Fed- 
eral Courts, and adopt or abandon such 
contracts as he may consider proper in 
the interest of the estate. The order en- 
joins all others from attempting to .dis- 
pose of or in any way interfere with 
the. properties in the possession of the 
receiver. 

Mr. Hammerstein’s. assets include, ac- 
cording to the complaint, all the capital 
stock of.the Hammerstein Opera. Co., 
amounting to $500,000. This ~ company 
owns the Manhattan Opera House prop- 
erty in West Thirty-fourth Street, which 
is subject to a first mortgage of $300,000 
and a second’ mortgage of $50,000» To 
cover the second, which came due Jast 
July, rentals of $65,000 payable to the 
Shubert Theatrical Company were as- 
signed. The property 1s worth more than 
$700,000, according to the complaint. The 
company also holds a mortgage against 
the Lexington Avenue Opera House for 
$301,000. 

Against these assets the complaint 
states that, in addition to the claim of 
$6,000 made by the American Seating 
Company, |Mr. Hammerstein owes the 
Mutual Bank $70,000, secured by the 
stock of the opera company, many. un- 
secured creditors $70,000, and claims 
amouuting to $75,000 in suits pending.

COL. M. R. MUCKLE DEAD. 


Widely Known Philadeiphian Suc- 
cumbs in His 90th Year. 


PHILADELPHIA, March 30.—Colonel 
M. Richard Muckle, one of Philadel- 
phia’s oldest and most ‘widely known 
citizens, died today in his ninetieth year. 
Colorfel Muckle was for more than fifty 
years in the newspaper business, having 
been business manager of’ The Public 
Ledger under the ownership of George 
W. Childs. He served in the Mexican 
war as a Lieutenant, and was Treasurer 
of the relief fund that sent to: Germany 
during the Franco-Prussian war much 
money for the relief of widows and or- 
phans of. soldiers.

SHOTS START A FIRE 


Sleeping Woman Larger Than He, 
Varadi Feared She Would Over- 
power Him if Awakened. 
Flashes from ‘a .pistol’ ‘with -which 


Loujs Varadi, an iron worker, 35 years 
old, killed his wife, Ethel, 27, before 


their apartment on the third floor of 
178 East Fourth Street, at 7 “o'clock 
yesterday morning,-and brought fire- 
men, who discevered the double tragedy. 
Apparently the bed clothes caught fire 
when the man placed the revolver be- 
hind his wife’s left ear and pulled the 
trigger. A 

Smoke coming from the rooms at- 
tracted the attention of Eugene Zde- 
borschy, living on the fourth floor, who 


He forced 
open the door of the flat and found it 
filled with smioke so dense he could not 
see. He ran out, procured two pails of 
water and went back to fight the 
flames leaping about the bed. Mean- 
while other tenants had been aroused, 
and twenty families in fright rushed 
out to the street. 

An alarm brought Engine 25° and 
Battalion Chief Carlock. The firemen 
found Zdeborschy still fighting the fire 
with buckets of water. His efforts 
helped to keep the flames from spread- 
ing. After the firemen had played 
streams of water on the bed, they 
stumbled-on the body of Varadi. 

They thought he had been overcome 
by smoke and carriéd him to another 
room where they ot da to give him 
first_ aid. -Then w the wound 
in (his*:mouth, Other tiremen search- 
ing the room found the body of Mrs. 
Varadi, with her clothing almost burned 
off, in the: charred bed. The body had 
been tied securely to the bed. A re- 
volver was lying on the floor where 
Varadi was found. 

An examination -by Dr. Dwyer of 
Bellevue showed that Mrs. Varadi had 
been shot first in the mouth and then 
behind the ear. It was the second shot 
that ignited the bed clothes. Then 
Varadi turned the weapon on himselt. 
The revolver had three empty car- 
tridges. Varadi had bound his wife as 
she slept by passing a rope entirely 
around the bed. It is believed he taok 
this precaution bécause .Mrs. Varadi 
was a large woman, and he was afraid 
to risk a struggle if he awakened her. 

Mrs. Margaret Hoffman, a sister of 
Mrs. Varadi, who lives at 72 Third 
Street, said the Varadis had been 
rharried several years. Soon-after their 
marriage Mrs, Varadi left her husband 
and went to work in a millinery estab- 
 encreigge in Sixth Avenue. Her em- 

ployer said she -was a hard worker and 

liked. After a pas separation, 

Varadi recently induced his wife to re- 
turn to..him. ©. According to members 
of the faniily and neighbors the hus- 
band made little effort to obtain em- 
ployment, and had been heard to say 
that his wife and her brother; William 
Frey, living with them, made enough to 
support the home. 

Young Frey had made an appointment 
to go out in search of work with Varadi 
yesterday morning at 7 o’clock. Frey 
told the police that his brother-in-law 
awakened him a little after 5 o'clock 
and\ induced him to leave the apart- 
ment.’ Frey went to the home of his 
other sister, Mrs. Hoffman. He said 
that Varadi and his wife frequently 
ned nie rhwentele nore B te reconciliation. 

Ehe potice ig Mrs. Varadi 
4 cided ‘ te 2 usbend again, 
presumebly she told him this on 
the night before the murver and suicide. 
The young brother of Mrs. Varadi said 
he heard no sounds of quarreling Mon- 
Le pl night, but he was out until mid- 
t. 


in the rooms. of the Varadis the police 
found several letters written in Hun- 
arian. by Varadi to his wife.. From 
these and other ‘papers it was learned 
that Varadi after his wife left him had 
made unusual efforts to bring about a
